Ir IS ACCOMPLISHED AFTER 
MUCH LOGROLLING. 


List of the Nine Unfortunates Who

Shortly before 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon the Police Commissioners, 
who were to hold a special session at 
that hour, began to putin an appear- 
ance at the Mayor's office in the City 
Hall. The first to show up was Com- 
missioner Collins, who locked nervous 
and anxious. He intimated that he 
was strongly in favor of holding 4 se- 
cret session, and looked on the report- 
ers with anything but friendly eyes. 
The next was Commissioner Dexter, 
who insisted on shaking hands all 
around, and attempted to cover up bis 
anxious feelings under a broad smile, 
which was sadly tangled up with his 
flowing beard. Commissioner Lewis 
came in with a happy-go-lucky smile 
on his broad face, and attempted to 
make his brothers feel at ease. The 
Mayor was the only member who took 
things easy and seemed determined to 
carry out thé retrenchment scheme in 
spite of objecting officers. 

The occasion of this excited state 
amoug the commissioners was the an- 
nouncement that eight or ten patrol- 
men were to be let out. 

Before settling down to work the 
commissioners announced that they 
would hold a brief conference in the 
Mayor’s private office, at which no 
outsiders were allowed. 

The commissioners seemed to be 
divided as to how the men should be 
disposed of. Some of them were in 
favor of leaving the whole thing to the 
Chief, while others, who have favorites 
on the force, wished to take a hand in 
the firing process. 7 

The brief confrence” grew until 
the commissioners had been out over 
thirty-five minutes, and during the 


through the thick doors that divided 
the reporters from the able commis- 
sioners. Finally, at 2:85 o’clock, they 
filed in with Commissioner Knox in 
the crowd. 

The reading of the minutes of the 
last meeting was dispensed with. The 
suspension of Officer Lehart by the 
Chief, for conduct unbecoming a 
gentleman, was read and the officer 
was declared suspended.

| Esq., for insanity took place before 


Judge Clark yesterday afternoon. Con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced in 
removing him from the County Jail. 
He became violent theré and nearly 
tore the door of his cell from its hinges 
inan endeavor to keep from being 
taken out. A muffler was put on his 
hands, and he was pacified by Deputy 
Wray, who succeeded in persuading 
him that he was being taken to deliver 
a law lecture. His appearance was 
distressing when brought into the 
courtroom. His clothes were disar- 
ranged, and his intellectual features 
were covered with a stubby growth of 
beard. His collar had become loose at 
one end and the end flapped about his 
earin a wild way which would have 
provoked laughter if the derangement. 
of the patient had not been so pa- 
thetic. He at once began a lecture 
upon some branch of the law, and for 
a few minutes held those present spell- 
bound by bis learning and choice lan- 
guage. Mr. Edwardes is a man of 
scholarly attainments and with an ex- 
ceptionally bright mind. He did not 
seem to realize his unfortunate con- 
dition at first, and the scene was a 
grotesque one. By dint of del- 
icate questions the physicians 
brought him to the subject of 
bis life, when, in a coherent manner, 
he gave the necessary data, and his 
statements were corroborated by wit- 
nesses present. He was born in Lon- 
don and educated in Oxford, from 
which he graduated and studied law in 
Middle Temple. Mr. Edwardes came 
into considerable wealth, and after 
Ee law successfully in London, 
ost nearly everything he possessed in 
some joint-stock companies. He 
buckled to work afterward, however, 
and was getting along well when his 
health failed. He became despondent 
and slightly demented, and his friends 
ad him removed to a private asylum, 
where he remained six months and 
was fully restored. 

Then he came to California, and has 
been here for four or five years past, 
— his profession, devoting 

imseif more particularly to land 
titles. He is an unmarried man and 
has few relatives left. He has been 
acting strangely for a few weeks past, 
and his old disorder has returned. He 
has accumulated some little property 
while in Los Angeles. After a thor- 
ough examination he was committed 
to the asylum at Stockton, and will be 
taken there today. His friends will 
look after his interests here, in order 
that they may be preserved for him if he 
recovers, and his relatives in England 
will be informed of his condition.

A BRIGHT MIND UNHINGED!| 


COURTS. 


IT OHANOED TO BE A GREAT 
DAY FOR ACQUITTALS, 


But Blackmatier Browne's Two 
Demurrers Were Overruled Just 
the Same—The Chinese Dice 
Game Trial Falls Down—Caston 
Acquitted, 


Judge Cheney was on the bench 
again in Department No. 1 of the Su- 
preme Court yesterday morning, after 
a weck’s sickness, looking quite pale 
after his tussle with la grippe. 

The morning was almost entirely oc- 
cupied with the hearing upon the 
motion to set aside the indictment 
against Carl Browne, charging him 
with having extorted $100 from Willie 
Childs to suppress an article in the 
Cactus, the reversible-landscape paper 
which Carl calls an illustrated ‘‘gernal”’ 
of progress. The Grand Jury had 
nearly all been examined at a previous 
hearing upon the motion, and no one 
remained to be put through by J. 
Marion Brooks, Esq.,save W. H. Spur- 
geon of Santa Ana. The defendant 
alleged that Mr. Spurgeon was bitterly 
prejudiced against him, so much so as 
to disqualify him from acting asa 
grand juror in his case, He based this 
allegation upon a traditional visit 
which he (Browne) paid to Santa Ana 
with Dennis Kearney in 1879, during 
which Kearney was roughly handled; 
also upon the fact that he had carica- 
tured Mr. Spurgeon in the Cactus. In 
answer to questions, Mr, Spurgeon dis- 
claimed any prejudice against Browne, 


and smiled when questioned about 
the caricature. It represented him 
as a sturgeon, and was about 


as far-fetched and maladroit as Carl 
usually gets things. The witness said 
he did not mind it, and Carl did not 
succeed in working up a good case of 

requdice on the part of the witness. 

e admitted that he is now a resident 
of Orange county, but his residence 
was in Los Angeles county at the time 
the Grand Jury was impaneled. He 
said he is at present chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors of Orange county, 
and has business interests there. 

After argument the Court overruled 
the motion to set aside the indictment. 
In ruling, he said that the evidence 
had failed to show prejudice that would 
disqualify the grand jurors in the 
case, and the point of residence of 
some of the members in Orange county 
isnot of any consequence, inasmuch 
as they were residents of Los Angeles 
county at the time the county was 
divided. Because their place of resi- 
dence was subsequently incorporated 
into territory called Orange county did 
not disqualify them as grand jurors. 

A demurrer to the indictment was 
then offered by Mr. Brooks, principally 
on the ground that the indictment 
quoted the language of an article pur- 
porting to have been suppressed for 
the $100, and claiming that the article 
itself, if published, would not have 
disgraced Willie Childs, nor was there 
—— intimidating in its language. 

ter a long argument, the Court over- 
ruled the demurrer, and the defendant 
pleaded not guilty tothe charge. His 
case was then set for trial March 11th. 

The new trial of William Lannagan 
(case remanded by the Supreme Court) 


Judge Cheney, but counsel reached an 
agreement beforehand, by which it 
was continued, to be reset for trial. 
The District Attorney wished to have 
‘farther time to look into the case. 

The triai of A. A. Montafio was set. 
for March 8th. 

The Chinese dice-gaming cases had 
the bottom knocked out of them yes- 
terday by a jury in Justice Savage’s 
court. It will remembered that a 
constable raid was made on several 
dice-gaming places in Chinatown a few 
weeks ago and 72 Celestials were cap- 
tured while engaged in playing. They 
were arraigned and gave bail, the 
cases being uivided into ten, the deal- 
ers and those engaged in each particu- 
lar game being portioned out for con- 
venience in trying them. Yesterday 
the case of Ah Sam, a dealer, and nine 
Chinamen came up for trial, and occu- 
pied the attention of the Court all 
day. The Chinamen were defended 
by S. M. Payton, Esq., and the prose- 
cution was conducted by Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Marble. A jury was 
not secured until afternoon, and, 
when the witnesses for the 
State were put on, a la- 
mentably weak showing was made. 
While the Chinamen were arrested by 
the offlcers while playing the dice game, 
and while the apparatus used was 
seized and was in court as evidence, 
the testimony about the game was very 
loose and unsatisfactory. The wit- 
nesses could not describe the game 
and its methods, and the climax was 
capped when two of the witnesses were 
unable to identify allof the defendants 
present in court. The witnesses 
watched the game a few minutes be- 
fore arresting the Chinamen, and saw 
them shaking the dice, passing metal 
chips to each other, and heard them 
shouting out; but owing to unfamiliar- 
ity with the Chinese language, could 
not understand what was going on, 
and could not say whether money was 

aid for the chips, or whether or not 
it was a percentage game. 

The case at this time was certainly 
bad for the State, but the District At- 
torney was flattened out in great 
shape when Mr. Payton called his first 
witness for the defense—Officer Walsh. 

The witness started in to testify that 
he had not interfered with the dice 
games in Chinatown, because Chief 
Glass told him that he and District At- 
torney Kelly had visited Chinatown 
and investigated the dice games, find- 
ing that they are not percentage games 
as described by the law, and that no 
authority exists for proceeding 
against them. Upon this statement 
from the Chief of Police he had not 
molested the games. 

This statement by the witness was 
ruled out by the Court, whereupon the 
defense withdrew Officer Walsh ‘and 
rested its case without the introduc- 
tion of any further testimony. Short 
arguments were made and the jury 
went out about 4 o'clock. They were 
out, notwithstanding the weak points 
in the prosecution, for over an hour, 
but finally agreed upon a verdict of 
not guilty, and the defendants were 
discharged. The Chinamen were so 
tickled over the result that they went 
about shaking hands with each other 
and smiling, which is contrary to their 
usual stoical indifference to results. 

The other cases will not now prob- 
ably be brought to trial, as the mai 
facts are the sameineach case. The 
entire batch of 70 heathen will be able 
to resume business at the old stands.

Mr. Cass 
claimed that a little lady-bug which he 
cluimed to be anew cross or breed, was 
at work on his trees clearing off the 
scale better than he could do with 
washes, and he declined to interfere 
with them. 

Yesterday morning at 9 o'elock the 
jury assembled at Vernon and pro- 
ceeded to make a personal examina- 
tion of Mr. Cass’s orchard.

In attempting to turn the corner of Main 
and Washington streets, four blocks below 
the fire, the wagon was upset and the 
drunken Chief was spilled out and lay 
sprawling on the ground until assisted to 
his feet; the wagon was riguted by the look- 
ers on, the Chief assisted in the wagon, and 
off he drove, narrowly missing the telephone 
pole «nd another upset. 

It is in my opinion that his conduct and 
ability should be investigated and his fit- 
ness demonstrated. Our lives are at stake, 
and we should be protected.

The condition of the residents of 
South Dakota is represented as serious 
in the extreme. The Chicago Tribune 
recently sent a special commissioner 
out to investigate, who found that the 
half had not been told. It was very 
difficult to ascertain the truth, and 
every difficulty was placed in the way 
or sending off facts, by real-estate 
agents and others interested in hiding 
the truth.

Teachers of the Spring-strect School 
Complain of Him—They Say He 
Was ina Disgraceful Condition 
and Conducted Himself in a 
Boisterous Manner. 


The members of the Board of Edu- 
cation were slow about puttingfin an 


appearance last evening, probably ow- | 


ing to the disagreeable weather, and, 


at 7 o’clock, the hour of meeting, a 


quorum had failed to materialize. Sec- 
retary Cox, however, promptly took 
his position, and busied himself in get- 
ting his papers in shape, and, after 
waiting until 7:40 o’clock, President 
Pomeroy took the chair and called the 
board to order, when the following 
members answered to their names: 
Frow, Ellis, Woodbury and McIntosh. 
Theré being a quorum present, the 
proceedings were opened with the 
reading of the minutes, which were ap- 
proved. 

A petition was received from the 
Crown IIills Board ot Trade, calling 
attention to the fact that the plans for 
the Collado-street school building pro- 
vide for a tower, which has been left 
off in awarding the contract, and ask- 
ing that the same be carried out, as 
the omission mars the symmetry. of the 
building. Referred to the Building 
Committee. 

A petition from Mrs. Louisa A. Bell, 
asking for a position as janitress, was 
referred to the proper committee. 

A commun.cation was received from 
the International Bricklayers’ Union, 
calling attention to the provisions of 
the contract for the erection of school 
buildings, and claiming that the con- 
tractors are violating the contracts.

The Secretary announced that he 
had received a communication from 
teachers in the Spring-street school 
rontaining some charges against Mr.

Mr. Cox, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, presented his weekly re- 
port, recommending the approval of 
demands aggregating $282.25, and 
teachers’ and jauitors’ salaries for the 
past month amounting to $14,500. 

The demands were approved, but 
the demands for teachers’. salaries 
were passed until Mr. Whaling, who 
had come in with Mr. Gosper, could 
examine them. 

Mr. Ellis, of the Committee on 


Teachers. presented his report, recom- 


mending that the school now taught 
by Miss Williams on Grafton street be 
discontinued for the present; that J. 
C. Dunster be elected music teacher, 
and that Miss Maria Murdock be 


placed on the regular list of teachers. 


The report was adopted, after a

The kick over the action of the fire 
department during the fire at the 
corner of Swain street and Pasadena 
avenue has gone on until the subject 
has reached tire heat. The protest is 
that the department should go only 
half way to the fire, and then stop 
and see a.man’s property burn without 
lifting a hand to assist in rescuing 
what the building contained or to save 
adjoining buildings. ‘The driver of 
the hosecart went tothe fire knowin 
there was no plug to which he coul 
attach to do any good. The engine, if 
it had been on the ground, might have 
been of good service, asthe waterin 
the arroyo at the time was running 
two and a half feet deep and there was 
no sand to interfere with the pumping. 
With a reasonable length of suction 
hose the engine could have been put 
in position to be of good service. The 
fire occurred within about one thou- 
sand feet of a good, graveled street 
and the engine could have been hauled 
up without trouble. 

Members of the fire department 
claim that it is their duty to run only 
to the last plug in their district. They 
also claim that 10 feet of suction-hose 
is all they have to connect with the 
plugs. On examination, it is found 
that the last plug is at Koster and Pas- 
adena avenues, and the men could 
have stopped at that point, instead of 
running to Grandin st. It is pre- 
sumed that the firemen knew their 
limits, and were afraid to go beyond 
for water, notwithstanding there was 
plenty near at hand. If that is the 
case, it is suggested that a fireplug be 
put at every crossing, from Koster 
avenue to Swain street, aud a couple 
more on the north side of the Arroyo 
. Property along that line should 
be protected, and can be by putting in 
afew plugs. There is a plenty of 
water in the river, and it is at,present 
accessible. d 

It is thought that a fire alarm 
should be placed at Grandin street or 
Canada street, for the benefit of that. 
section. On Griffin avenue there is 
not a fireplug from Patrick street 


that is accessible, and the water-main 
which runs along Griffin avenue, 
Sichel and Workman streets is only 
two-inch pipe. All that section, 
whith is thickly settled and well built 
up, demands protection against fire.

‘Why “California on Wheels” Ran 


Out of Fruit, 

Maj. E. W. Jones, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, states, in re- 
sponce to the complaint of 8. J. 
Mathes of California on Wheels“ 
about the lack of good fruit from 
Southern California, that during the 
blockade, caused by the flood, it was 
impossible to replenish the exhibit as 


desired, ‘and for that reason they got 


behind. The lot of scrubby oranges 
complained of was sent in from a com- 
mission house of this city by mistake. 
A lot of similar fruit was shipped to 
the State Board of Trade exhibit, in 
San Francisco, and, Maj. Jones being 
up there at the time of its arriva 
shipped it back by express, and it was 
replaced by creditable fruit. 

A great difficulty in reaching ‘‘Cali- 
fornia on Wheels“ is found in the fact 
that it is continually moving about 
without any well-defined itineracy, and 
the oflicers of the chamber never know 
surely where to reachit. They have 
not heard from Mr. Mathes except by 
letter, and, by the time a letter arrives, 
the exhibit has already gone to some 
other place. If Mr. Mathes would 
telegraph, they could make arrange- 
ments ahead to meet the train at one 
of its prospective stopping places. 

Several lots of oranges have been 
forwarded, however, in the hope that 
they will reach the exhibit in its pere- 
grinations, and if any one of these lots 
has got to its destination the exhibit 
will be well supplied for a time.
